CITY IS/LOSING $500 A DAY. 


Ferry Boats to Staten Island Costly | 


to New York. 

New York, December 27.—For the priv- 
ilege of owning its own ferry to Staten 
island, ti city of New York is paying 
more than $500 a day, that being the 
daily excess of expenses over receipts in 
the seven weeks since the city took con- 
trol. From October 25 to December 1!8 
the total expenses were $107,398 and the 
receipts $78,400.

However, 
this is not the fault of the soil or 
climate of the south, but rather the 
result of inexperience in tea culture. 
It takes an Oriental to grow tea -suc- 
cessfully. 

More promising are the _ experi- 
ments now being made by colonies of 
Japanese in Texas. One large colony 
of these industrious Orientals has se- 
cured a large tract of land in the re- 
gion of San Antonio, where tea ex- 
perts say conditions are .well-nigh 
ideal for the growth of the plant from 
which is distilled the beverage that 
cheers but does not inebriate. In ad. 
dition to tea, this colony will culti- 
vate extensively the mulberry tree 
for sericulture. Here are two new in- 
dustries that promise much for the 
future of the south. Probably as 
large an area in this section is 
adapted to the mulberry as to the 
tea plant, and it requires only expe- 
rience and expert labor to grow both 
with abundant returns. Some day 
the south will be dotted with mul- 
berry orchards, with silk mills hard 
by, and the American people will be 
drinking domestic tea.
